FRANCE COUNTS ON U.S 


— 


Premier Believes Note to Russia 
Will Approve Restitution and 
Reparation Demands. 


PARIS, June 7.— Premier Ribot defined 
in the, Senate yesterday, France's war 
aims as he defined them in the Cham- 
ber Monday—restitution of Alsace-Lor- 
raine and reparation. 


What we voted in that resolution we 
shall again find, I am gure, in the note 
President Wilson is sending to Petro- 
grad.“ he said. “In the eyes of the 
United States the restitution of Alsace- 
Lorraine will be neither conquest nor 
annexation; reparation for damages will 
not be indemnity of war, but a simple 
act of justice.“ 

The Premier discussing the future of 
the world, said: 

It is not necessary that a league of 
peace be founded on the same spirit of 
democracy that France has had the hon- 
or of introducing into the world. The na- 
tions now in arms will constitute the 
sovereignty of nations. President Wilson 
upon this point is with us. All nations 
must unite in an armed league to make 
respected throughout the world peace, 
justice and liberty.’’ 
The Senate unanimously adopted a 
resolution introduced by Senator Regis- 
manset, president of the Radical left, in 
support of the Government’s attitude as 
to France's war aims. 
Jules Cambon, general secretary to the 
Ministry of War, commenting upon the 
immense majority in the Chamber of 
Deputies in support of the Government's 
definition of its war aims, said in an 
interview today: 
The Chamber thought, as the country 
thinks, that at a time when the United 
States brings us the support of their mil- 
itary and economic forces, it is not the 
moment for us to reply by showing 
weariness. The Government and France 
are only the more grateful to the United 
States for the assurance of victory which 
is calculated to reassure the most timor- 
ous.”

SUPPORT OF WAR AIMS 


OFFICIALS ACFIRM 
FAITH IN GERMANY 


Unbending Will to End War Vic- 
toriously Will Protect Us, 
Stadtholder Says. 


LANDSTAG IS OPENED 


People Overwhelmingly Desire 
to Remain German Province, 
Chamber President Declares. 


AMSTERDAM, June 7.—The Landstag 
of Alsace-Lorraine was opened in Strass- 
burg on Wednesday by the Imperial 
Stadtholder, Dr. von Dallwitz. In his 
opening speech Dr. von Dallwitz said: 
“The unbending will to end the war 
victoriously will further protect our Ger- 


man Alsace-Lorraine.”’ 
At the first session of the second 
Chamber Dr. Georg Ricklin, a Centrist, 
was re-elected president by 29 out of the 
46 votes. Dr. hicklin said: 
‘We Alsatians and Lorrainers will 
never forget that our Emperor by his 
peace offer showed his readiness to end 
the miseries of the war. We biess every 
action tending to shorten the war by a 
single day and reject everything which, 
allegedly undertaken to better our lot. 
in fact only, serves to prolong the war 
and war sufferings. 

Did Not Want War. 
An overwhelming majority of Al- 
satians and Lorrainers do not want the 
war and only wanted to work out to 
completion their position as members of 
a state in union with the German em- 
pire and to further proceed with peace- 
ful labor. In this connection the war 
has made no change as far as we are 
concerned, We make this confession of 
faith in the face of the whole world. May 
it be heard everywhere and may peace 
be restored soon.”’ 
The Nord Deutsche Allgemein 12 Zei- 
tung referring to President Ricklin's 
speech says: 
Such then are the views of the peo- 
tle of Alsace-Lorraine. The French 
can not bring forward the claim that 
there is a popular-demand fur reunion 
with France: The Alsatians anc Lor- 
rainefs do not wish to be ‘liberated.’ 
They know that their fate is indissolu- 
bly bound up with the German Empire 
and they decline to be gacrifice1 to the 
empty hopes, ambitions and desires 
of French politicians,” 
The paper cites historical evidence 
in support of its claim that Alsace-Lor- 
raine belonged for eight hundreij vears 
to Germany and was forcibly wrunched 
therefrom by Louis XIV. It asserts 
that in spite of two centuries of French 
domination the provinces have always 
remained German at heart and that only 
10 percent of the inhabitants acknowl- 
edge French as their mother tongue. 

Cites Carlyle’s Declaration. 

Among the historical points i+ cites 
Carlyle as indorsing Germany's rizhts 
to Alsace-Lorraine. It then recalls reso- 
lutions passed in February, 1916, Ly the 
city councils of Strassburg, Colinor and 
Metz, affirming loyalty to Germanv and 
declaring that further progress and pros 
perity could only be hoped for from a 
continuance of the union with the em- 
pire. The article concludes with an ap- 
peal to France to relinquish the unat- 
tainable, its closing words being: 
“Against Premier Ribot and the ma- 
jority in the French Chamber of Depu- 
ties we pit our firm determination to 
hold what before God and the public law 
belongs to the German Empire. 


Socialist Says Alsace-Lorraine Must 
Be Made Into Federal State. 
COPENHAGEN, June 7.—A leading 
article in the Berlin Vorwaerts today 
signed by the Socialist Deputy Hermann 
Wendel, argues that the only possible 
solution of the Alsace-Lorraine question 
is the formation of the two provinces 
into a federal state on the same basis 
as the other states of the empire. Herr 
Wendel does not even contemplate the 
possibility of a voluntary return of the 
provinces to France. He rejects the 
principle of plebiscite to determine the 
fate of the provinces, owing to the dif- 
ficulty of determining who is entitled to 
vote. 
The Socialist Deputy declares that a 
division on the basis of nationality is 
impracticable, if not impossible, owing 
to the complicated manner in which the 
two races are intermingled. Though ad- 
mitting that Lorraine is largely French 
he says that the Socialist solution is 
autonomy within the German empire. |

St. Louis Organization to Have 
Auxiliaries in 21 Missouri 
Towns. . 


COUNTRY BOYS SOUGHT 


Most of Recruits Obtained in 
This District to Date Are 
From This City. 


The Navy League of St. Lonis has 
begun a drive throughout Missouri and 
in Madison and St. Clair counties, llli- 
nois for recruits for the navy ſvom the 
smaller towns.

He pointed out to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that of the men enlisted in 
the navy in the St. Louis district in the 
past month, 90 per cent are from St. 
Louis. The original quota of the city, 
1200 men, was reached several days ago. 
No quota under the added increment has 
been assigned to the city. Lieut. Mc- 
Cann is convinced that if the needs of 
the navy are pfoperly presented to the 
young men of the smaller towns of the 
State there will be no difficulty in get- 
ting many hundred men to enlist. 

The work of organizing the smaller 
navy leagues was started on May , 


when groups of men, including petty of- 
fig 


of the navy were sent to Troy and 
to begin preliminary recruiting 
aigns. The following day Mexico 
and Salem were visited. Up to today 14 
towns in various parts of the State have 
received calls from the enlistment de- 
tachments. 

Registered Man May Join. 
All of the speakers sent out by the 
Navy League make it a point to explain 
that none of the men who are drafted 
will be sent to the navy and the only 
way to join the sea forces is by volun- 
tery enlistment. The fact that a young 
man has registered is no bar to enlist- 
rent, but after a man has once been 
drafted he cannot join the navy. 
The speakers also lay stress on the 
fact that the lowest pay in the navy is 
$72.60 a month with many opportunities 
for extra pay. One-third of the navy's 
personnel is composed of commissioned 
end petty officers, showing, the Navy 
League points out, the great opportunity 
for advancement.

Following is Secretary McAdoo’s 
speech in full to the convention cf Ad- 
vertising Men this afternoon: 

Fellow Countrymen: Whatever <iffer- 
ences there may have been about tha 
war before it happened—and thers were 


am not so intolerant that I cannet re- 
spect or give impartial consideration 
to the views of those who differ with 
me—I say that whatever those differ- 
er.ces may have been, this is no time to 
discuss them or to think of them. Your 
Representatives in the Congress of the 
United States, the men you, senc there 
to speak for you, after having been in- 
formed by your President of the issues 
involved in this supreme contest in the 
world’s history, declared, by practically 
unanimous vote, that the rights and lib- 
erties of the American people nad deen 
put in Jeopardy by the aggressions of a 
foreign Power. It makes no diffcrence 
by what name that foreign Power may 
be called. The fact that it has com- 
mitted repeated aggressions upon Amer 
can rights, that it has subjecte1 this 
nation to indignities and wrongs which 
no self-respecting nation couid afford to 
endure, that war has resulted, and that 
we are in it, means that every citizen, 
no matter what his birth or orig'n. owes 
fealty to the flag. The hour ot test 
and trial is here. I know that very 
American citizen, every true free.nan, 
will respond to the call of his cvuntry 
in this crisis. 

I know how to sympethize with the 
men of German origin in this situation. 
I was born in the South in October, 1863, 
in the latter part of the Civil War. My 
father fought on the Southern side; 
some of his people fought on the North- 
ern side. They had their differences of 
opinion about those grave issues that 
finally threw the country into convul- 
sions. I know with what heart-burn- 
ings, with what anguish, they had to 
face the issue of a divided country; I 
know what it meant to the men in the 
South of Northern sympathies who had 
to leave their own people and fight on 
the Northern side to overcome their own 
families and friends in the South, I 
know what those things mean to every 
man and woman in this land who has 
some racial sympathy or some past feai 
ty which they have abjured in order to 
become loyal citizens of this great re- 
public. 


Call of Duty Is Here. 

I know how to sympathize with all of 
that: and yet, my friends, the call of 
duty is here, the supreme duty of the 
hour faces every American citizen, man 
and woman alike. We cannot falter or 
hesitate. It is no time to think of the 
pust, or to indulge in complaint or re- 
crimination. There is only one thing 
to do, and that is to mobilize, to organ- 
ize, the might of this nation. Our coun- 
try is engaged in a righteous war and 
we must assert our power so effectively 
that we may soon bring this horrible 
carnage in Europe to an end. For hu- 
roanity’s sake, we are just as anxious 
to end the slaughter of Germans as we 
ere to end the slaughter of English and 
French and Russians and Belgians and 
Servians and Italians. Our hearts bleed 
as much for the widows and orphans of 
cne country as of another. The sooner 
we stop this crime against civilization, 
the sooner we shall stop the sacrifice of 
American lives and the loss of American 
treasure, and the sooner we shall be able 
tu re-establish peace, liberty and justice 
throughout the world! 

There are times in the history of every 
nation when the hand of an unseen pow- 
er directs things, when individuals are 
absolutely impotent to control the course 
of great events. This is one of those su- 
preme crises in the world’s history, one 
of those great convulsions of civiliza- 
tion out of which prodigious events are 
born, events that profoundly affect the 
future of the human race for ages. I 
believe that God has called this nation 
into thie struggle because He had a 
mighty purpose to serve. We have al- 
ways been the champions of freedom 
and humanity in the world: we have 
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ideals. We have always fought for 
freedom and never for material ends. 
In 1776 we cast off our allegiance to 
Great Britain: we fought until we se- 
cured our independence and established 
the liberty we today possess. Liberty 
and self-government have come down to 
us untarnished and untainted, but im- 


pressed with an obligation to humanity. 
Obligation to Humanity. 

No nation can escape its obligations 
to the world. Our obligations t u- 
manity require us to carry to i the 
responsible peoples of the enrth the 
blessings of self-government and d- 
erty. That is a noble ideal. No nation 
can survive if it has a purely amterial 
base; it must have ideals. Christ gave 
us the greatest ideal in all the c:story 
of the recorded ages, an ideal for which 
Christianity has been struggling through 
the centuries, God has chosen A:uerica 
as an instrument to restore peace and 
liberty to the world. 

Here we find ourselves, a great peo- 
ple, at war with another great people 
for whom we have, throughout our his- 
tory, entertained nothing but sentiments 
of friendship. There is in the American 
heart no feeling of hostility to the Ger- 
man people. We are hostile to and 
our war is with, the autocracy of Ger- 
many, a military autocracy which has 
enslaved the German people theraselves, 
has denied them liberty, has prevented 
them from enjoying the blessings of 
free government. I pray God that when 
America sits at the council table of the 
nations, and has a voice in the settle- 
ment of this great conflict. we shall 
be able to exert our power ard influ- 
ence in favor of self-government for 
Germany as well as for every other na- 
tion. * 

Democracy must have free p 
throughout the world, not only for the 
benefit of all the peoples of the earth, 
tut in order that stable bases of peace 
for the future may be secured. We shal: 
never have stable peace unless the au- 
tecratic nations shall become democratic 
£nd all responsible peoples shall become 
celf-governed, Self-governed peoples are 
Pacific, self-governed peoples are delib- 
crative in their judgments, self-governed 
peoples do not seek war. gelf-governed 
peoples are too humane and intelligent 
to engage in the brutalizing processes of 
war unless compelled to it by extreme 
rrovocation. Where there is democracy 
and self-government, nations cannot be 
hurled into war. by the arbitrary will of 
eny individual ‘They demand deliber- 
ation on the part of their representa- 
tives. They demand that the provoca- 
tion shall be so extreme that there is 
ro other honorable resort except war. 
Self Government Remedy for War. 
If all the great nations were today 
self-governed, with deliberative repré- 
sentative bodies, like the Congress of 
the United States—so that if the issue 
of peace or war arose, they could de- 
bate it, could assess the wrongs, and 
could determine whether or not they 
were justified in that extreme resort—if 
that were the case, my friends, do you 
believe that the world ever would be 
forced into another one of these colos- 
sal crimes that is now being perpetrated 
against humanity? 

We have lived here in the United 
States alongside Canada, which ts prac- 
tically a great republic because they 
have self-government, for more than 100 
years, and we have never had to patrol 
one foot of the 3000 miles of border with 
an armed soldier. Isn't that a striking 
example of what it means to have self- 
government among contiguous peoples? 
Do you believe that if Russia had been 
self-governed, if Austria had been seit- 
governed, if Germany had been self- 
governed, we should have had this war?

I hear some grumbling about taxation. 
Is it possible that in this rich counttry. 
when our sons are foing to the front to 
give their lives for use, there snould be 
any quibbling about the necessary tax- 
ation to take care of them upon the field 
of battle? Are we going to be more 
tender with our dollars than we are with 
the lives of our sons? A thousand times 
no! We ought to be glad to make the 
necessary sacrifice of property to enable 
those who are willing to give their lives 
for America to fight with all their power 
and all their valor. 


Property Must Bear Share. 

Wars involve sacrifices of property 
ar well as of life. While we must not be 
unfair to property, while we must be 
scrupulously just in the imposition of 
taxation and in the tréatment of all 
the economic questions which gain add- 
ed importance during war time, proper- 
ty must bear its just share of the bur- 
den. We must find the most equitable 
possible basis of distributing the new 
taxation in order that every one shall 
bear his just share, but naturally, my 
friends, those who have the most prop- 
erty should pay the most taxes. 


I do not believe in class legislation. I 
am no more in favor of having any one 
Class of our people fight this battle for 
liberty than I am in favor of fighting 
alone the battle for all the people. Lib- 
erty is just as essential to every man, 
woman and child in America, whether 
they own property or hot. The reason 
that property ought to bear a large 
Share is that the stake of property is 
greater. The poor man has only his 
life and liberty to fight for, but the rich 
man has his property as well as his 
life and liberty to fight for. We have 
got to stand for the reasonable sacri- 
fices of property that must be made, 
Just as we have got to stand for the 


de made in order to carry this war to 
a right conclusion. 

It this war continues for another 12 
months, it is probable that the total 
amount of financing that the Govern- 
ment will have to do to cover its own 
‘expenditures and to extend the neces- 
‘gary credits to the allied Governments 
‘will amount to $10,000,000,000. It is pro- 
posed that only 18 per cent of this co- 
lossal sum, namely $1,800,000,000, shall be 
raised by new taxation. When one 
considers the magnitude of this task 
and the probable economic effects of the 
sale of $8,200,000,000 of bonds within 12 
months and the expenditure of the pro- 
ceeds in the purchase of supplies in this 
country, it does not seem prudent or 
wise to provide by new taxation a less 
amount than 31, 800, 000, 000. Such taxation 
Will have a wholesome influence upon 
the soundness of our financial and busi- 
ness situation, which will grow more 
and more apparent as the months go by. 
The country was never so able as no 
to bear the necessary taxation. It can 
be applied without hurt to business and 
without hardships to the people. 

Necessity for Taxation. 

There is always a serious danger of 
hurtful inflation in war time when euch 
great bond issues must be made. A 
reasonable amount of wholesome t:xa- 
tion, properly distributed, is the beat 
corrective. It ‘is, of course, essential 
that there shall be a large and health- 
ful expansion of credit during rhe period 
of the war. That will come about in- 
evitably from the great financia! opera- 
tions of the Government and the en- 
larged business of the country. But we 
must not make the grave mistake of 
imposing too little taxation at the out- 
set, through timidity or hesitat on, or 
in deference to the unreasonable and 
selfish complaints of those who, in the 
long run, will profit most by the en- 
hanced prosperity of the country. 

The worst mistake made by the 
Federal Government at the outbreak 
of the Civil War was its failure to 
impose taxation vigorously and suf- 
ficiently. This led to a train of evils, | 
hurtful to the credit of the Govern- 
ment, and resulted in unnecessary 
sacrifices of human life and treasure. 
The Northern people were not only 
willing but eager to bear large bur- 
dens of taxation in order to strength- 
en the Government’s credit and to 
provide it with the necessary funds 
for the conduct of the war. Let us 
not repeat that mistake. Let us 
profit by that experience. 

What does your Government offer 
you men and women who stay at 
home? It offers to make your princi- 
pal secure. It protects your proper- 
ty, your investment, absolutely, when 
it cannot protect the lives of the men 
who are fighting for your property 
and your liberty. It offers to give 
you as compensation for the use of 


women in America willing to volunteer

No true 
American should hesitate to buy this 
safest security in the world, this 
mortgage upon the honor of the 
American people and upon all the 
wealth of the United States, $250,000- 
000,000. It is the very least service 
that any citizen can render to his 
Government. 
Duty to Get Behind Bonds. 
Every man and woman must get be- 
hind these bonds if this issue is to be 
successfui. If, on the 15th gay of June 
which is Bond Registration day-it be 
said that there were not enough men and 


their money upon the matchles3 secur- 
ity of the wealth and honor of tlhe 
United States to back up the young tnen 
of America who are willing to risk their 
lives for their country, wouldnt it be 
a disgrace to America? What would the 
people of the world think? Tiay would 
think that America is professing some- 
thing she is not willing to support with 
her life: that she pretends to stand for 
a noble principle, and yet isn't deter- 
mined to fight for it; that her sons’ are 
not willing to guarantee the heritage of 
a free Government. 

I know that result won't happen, be- 
cause I know that on the löth day of 
June every man and woman in this 
country will subscribe, within their 
means, to the Liberty Bonds, and tell 
the world in thunderous tones that the 
American Congress made no mistake 
when it pledged all the resources of this 
mighty nation for the conduct of this 
righteous war. 

While the Gevernment of the United 
States has now said that it will no 
longer rely upon the volunteer system to 
supply the men who must fight in the 
field, do you realize, my friends, that we 
are relying upon the volunteer system 
to supply the money to enable the Gov- 
ernment to equip and maintain our gol- 
diers in the field The volunteers of 
money must not—as I believe that they 
will not—be less patriotic than the men 
who sacrifice their lives for liberty. I 
do not want the volunteer system for 


raising money to support our poirot 


and sailors in this great war for democ- 
racy and ¢elf-government to fall. We 
shall not fail if every one does his duty, 
but I warn you that these great things 
do not achieve themselves. They can 
only be achieved through the combined 
energy, determination and spirit of the 
American people 

It is not enough of an answer to the 
challenge thrown down to us that we 
subscribe grudgingly or barely two 
billion dollars of Liberty Bonds. We 
must over-subscribe this loan.

SAILORS OF U. 8. 
FLOTILLA ZEALOUS 
BOAT HUNTERS 


No Battles Yet, but They Have 
Sighted and Forced Subma- 
rines to Dive. 

THE BRITISH PORT BASE CF THE 
AMERICAN FLOTILLA, via London, 
June 6.—The American destroyers have 
completed their first month of active 
service in the great war. They have been 
favored with excellent weather, which 


fare. Most of the time they have had 
sunny skies and smooth seas, with just 
enough squall and storm to put their 
seamanship to test. The favorable 
weather conditions made their task of 
learning the technique of anti-submarine 
Warfare much simpler and easier: 

The American boats are assigned to 
work with the British squadrons, being 
virtually assimilated into the British 
naval machinery here. A destroyer is 
usually out four or five days and then 


returns to port for two or three days 
coaling and loading supplies. Thus every 
American sailor gets at least half a day 
shore leave practically every week. 

The Americans take their turn with 
the British boats in all routine work of 
patrol and convoy. The work, although 
largely routine, is interesting, and the 
Americans never yet have found time 
hanging heavy on their hands. 

The lookout must be constant and eyes 
must be trained to an unbelievable de- 
gree of keenness. The young Americans 
take zealously to this business of find- 
ing the periscopic needle in the nautical 
haystack, and daily reports of sub- 
marines sighted, of observations made, 
of wireless warnings sent oroadcast, 
show that the Amerzean poats are al- 
ready making an average of results al- 
most as satisfactory as the long-experi- 
enced British boats with which they are 
operating. 


There has been no actual battle as! 


yet between an American destroyer and 
the enemy, although several reports 
show that U-boats have been sighted and 
have been compelled to beat a hasty re- 
treat to the depths of the sea. 


U-Boats Take to the Depths. 

An assignment to convoy a Uner “from 
home,” that is, from an American port, 
is regarded as an especially choice one. 
A transatlantic liner which sights the 
Amegican flag approaching to escort her 
to land never fails to respond with a 
great waving of flags and hankerchiefs 
from her decks, and there is a fine ex- 
change of wig-wag signals in lieu cf 
handshakes. 

Several American liners can ‘already 
testify to the vigilant work of the Amer- 
ican destroyers as convoys. Ocacsionally 
a fortunate liner finds herself being cs- 
corted to port by American and British 
destroyers side by side, circlirg Abodt 
her like twin sisters, a visible sign of 
the new alliance. 

The American boats were ready for 
duty the minute they arrived. This was 
something of a pleasant surprise for tise 
British naval men. It had been expected 
that some time would be necessary fur 
certain installations and fittings, but 
the Americans had everything in reasli- 
ness and were at once assigned to » ork. 


Germans Shore Leave. 

Shore leave is generous on the A:meri- 
can ships and the American sailor is 
constantly in evidence in this village, 
in the countryside roundabout und in 
a nearby city, where more metropoli- 
tan pleasures are available than ir. ha 
restricted limits of this little place. Tne 
people of the towns have taken hoe 
American sailor and his strangely spend- 
thrift ways right into their hearts. The 
American sailor seems always to ‘ave 
rnoney, Which is not so strange when 
it is considered that his rate of pay 
is considerably higher than that of tha 
British tar. 

“The American gets a dollar every 
time we get a shilling (2% cents), i? a 
common expression among the admiring 
British seamen. One of the Amerie in 
sallor's first Ways of showing his oru- 
lence is his habit of always traveling 
first-class on the railroad which takes 
him from the village up to the city, a 
trip of a few miles. The extra cust is 
only a few pence, but the unheard-of 
idea of a common sailor traveling ‘irst- 
class strikes the populace as worthy the 
best traditions of American extrava- 
gance. 

Americans Taking to Tea. 

Tea time in the village now has an 
American flavor. In all the little inns 
and shops, and farther afield, even wel! 
into the wonderfully green countryside 
and along the cliffs. which remind the 
seamen of the Palisades along the Hud- 
son anchorages. one may any after- 
noon find groups of British and Ameri- 
can sailors drinking their tea and swap- 
ping yarns in true seamanly fashior. 
The American quickly acclimates him 
self to the afternoon tea habit and finds 
it an amiable and satisfactory substi- 
tute for other things, with plenty of op- 
portunity for confidential chats wit! his 
new allies. 

There are other places where one may 
almost always find groups of pbiuc-uni- 
formed Americans. One is the local cem 
-etery in a green wood atop the cliffs, 
where are buried many victims of Ger 
man submarines whose graves are kept 
green by the visitors.

Son will find a more substantial total 
expended upon ministering to the poor 
babies of the community than in any 
former year. To attain this the agere- 
gate must not fall short of $5000, and 
that is the minimum mark that the 
Post-Dispatch suggests to the girls and 
boys and those parents and other adults 
who find joy in working with them.. 

The outcome of the Post-Dispatch 
Pure Milk and Free Ice League's actlv- 
ities last year is-forcefully disclosed in 
the infant mortality report compiled 
from official records by the St. Louis 
Pure Milk Commission under date of 
May 15 last. The figures are in com- 
parative form, extending back to 1906, 
and show that St. Louis did not lose 
her position in the rank of large cities 
in that respect. It did, however, fall 
somewhat short of the notable achieve- 
ment in 1915, when the infant death rate 
was only 82.1 per 1000 of population. Last 
year the rate was 89.4 and, next to the 
preceding year, the lowest on record. 

This was in large méasure the result 
of baby-saving effort on the part of 
the children of St. Louis and its neigh- 
bor communities, and the record to be 
established in 1917 is dependent in an 
eminent degree upon continuance of 
that effort on a broadened scale. The 
greater the sum raised for that purpose 
the vaster the good that can be ac- 
complished. It the quality of your 
certified milk is to be kept up. and if 
the marked improvement in the health 
of babies of the poor is to continue,“ 
the Pure Milk Commission says in an 
appeal for funds, there must be no re- 
laxation in carrying on the commis- 
sion’s laboratory work, inspection of 
dairies, certification of milk, free clinics, 
visiting nurse instruction and in sup- 
plying mödified milk for the babies of 
the poor.“ 

197 Babies on List. 

Secretary Mortland of the Pure Milk 
Commission, stated to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that there are 197 babies on the 
list of the commission whose, lives and 
health are dependent upon pure milk 
and the attention that can be had only 
from. trained nurses, directed by the 
physician in charge of the institution's 
clinics. This is a far greater number 
than at any corresponding time form- 
erly. He has ascertained that much of 
this extra demand is directly traceable

At the end of 
the tour we returned to the Place de la 
Cathedrale and turned off into the tiny 
Rue du Cardinal de Lorraine, where in 
an old palace adjoining the cathedral 
gardens there still lives Mgr. Lacon, 
Cardinal of Rheims. He is 82 years of 
age, and except for a trip to Rome to at- 
tend the conclave that elected the pres- 
ent Pope, he has not passed a day away 
from his beloved cathedral since the be- 
ginning of the war. 


Although half his palace is in ruins— 
hit 16 times during the last bombard- 
ment—we were received with all the 
etiquette that goes with a visit to a 
Cardinal. With the few retainers who 
remained, Cardinal Lucon insists on all 
ceremony and the services that belong 
to each day. It is not often he consents 
to receive visitors, but he was anxious 
to see Whitney Warren to thank him 
and also Mrs. Warren for the large do- 
nations they collected in America for 
his fund that kept alive 200,000 refugees 
from Rheims and the Champagne dis- 
trict, and which is distributed by all his 
priests not serving in the army. It is 
pathetic and wonderful how he insists 
church even though half the Generals of 
the army have begged him to go to a 
place of safety.

DURANT, Ok., June 7.—The foyr chil- 
dren of R. L. Wilkerson, a farmer, told 
Judge Lewis Pauldin in the County 
Court yesterday now the planned and 
executed the mur ler of their father last 
Thursday night as he lay asleep in the 
Wilkerson farm nome near Bennington. 

Bessie, 13 years old, the oldest, and 
Joe, 12, gave the Court a comprehensive 
account of the incident.

Herbert 8. Houston, president of 


the Associated Advertising Club of the 
World: Today the business world chal- 
lenges advertising as to the character 
and cost of its service. 

If advertising is unable to meet that 
challenge, head-on and without evasion, 
it cannot hold its pace and grow; indeed, 
in the long sweep of progress, it cannot 
survive. Unless advertising can justify 
itself as the most efficient and econo- 
mical force in distribution, it will be sup- 
planted by some other force. In a 
“world made safe for democracy,’’ to 
use the president’s great phrase—and 
the world is going to be made safe for 
democracy—only those forces will sur- 
vive which can meet the test of free 
competition and establish their superior- 
ity. 

Now, the Associated Clubs have a pro- 
found belief and conviction that adver- 
tising as a force of distribution will meet 
this test and both survive and grow. We 
believe the service it renders to the 
world cannot be rendered by anything 
else so well or so cheaply. And this 
convention is to bear witness to our 
belief. 

The challenge as to the place and cost 
of advertising we shall here meet with 
courage and with confidence, in fact, we 
meet the challenge with the answering 
challenge: ‘‘Advertising lowers the cost 
of distribution.“ 

Louis W. Hill of St. Paul, president 
of the Great Northern Railroads, and 
son of the late James J. Hill: We have 
lately proved to our satisfaction that 
anything desirable is advertisahle. 
whether it be an article of food, a na- 
tional bank or a national park. 


Walter D. Gregory of New York, 
circulation manager of Iron Age: The 
subscribers of today want and expect 
manufacturers to keep them informed 
through their business papers concern- 
ing all merchandise and service in their 
respective lines; and that no matter how 
excellent may be the editorial contents 
of any paper, that paper is not perform- 
ing its fuli function in its field nor is 
it satisfying the legitimate demands of 
its subscribers unless it also regularly 
carries the advertisements of a goodly 
number of representative supply firms 
in that field. 

Properly interested subscribers to any 
business paper surely are like a vast 
audience voluntarily gathered together 
for the specific purpose of listening tu 
both the editors and the advertisers ex- 
plain subjects that are of vital import- 
ance to every person present. 

Alan C. Reily. president of the As- 
sociation of National Advertisers: 
I was asked once: What is the 
value of newspaper publicity to an ad- 
vertiser at its maximum?“ If the ques- 
tioner had asked me when it is at its 
mimimum I would have been almost 
tempted to say— Never.“ But the ques- 
tion in the other form admits of a fairer 
answer. I would answer it by saying 
that newspaper poblicity increases in 
effectiveness according to the “news 
value“ of the subject matter. In other 
words, the news appeal” is the essence 
of a newspaper and this applies to the 
advertising columns as well as the news 
columns. 


Edward Thomas Bedford, president 
of the Colonial Oil Co., and the Corn 
Products Refining Co.: The daily news- 
paper is the most powerful organ a com- 
pany has for setting its case before the 
people and its most reliable gauge of 
public opinion. The tremendous power 
of the daily press to promote commer- 
clal and industrial progress lies in its 
ability to get close to every home.

SEVEN UNDER’ ARREST 


Four Springfield (Mo.) Prison- 
ers Supposed to Have Been 
Hidden for Safety. | 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., June 7.—Seven 
persons under arrest in connection with 
alleged plots to kidnap C. A. Clement, 
& Springfield jeweler, his child and a St. 
Louls munitions maker, today still de- 
clared their innocence of any connection 
with the disappearance of the 14-months- 


old Licyd Keet, son of J. H. Keet, 
wealthy young retired banker, of Spring- 
field. 

The mystery that surrounds the in- 
fant’s disappearance more than a week 
ago, is as far from a solution as it was 
when, on the first night he was away 
from hore his father drove an automo- 
bile for miles over Ozark roads, on in- 
etructions of the supposed kidnapers, 
only to return home without his boy. 

City detectives announced, with the ar- 
rest last night of George Walker, a 
taxicab driver, that it was thought the 


Keet baby kidnapping soon would be 
established. No further development had 
been announced today. 

While officials have also indicated a 


belief that none of seven persons held} 


had been connected with the Keet k 
naping and Keet’s friends say he d 
not believe these suspects were con- 
cerned in the disappearance of his child, 
police say they are searching for three 
men in connection with the alleged plots. 
One is said to be from Chicago. 

Walker had made several visits to po- 
lice headquarters and inquired about the 
Keet case. He was implicated in the 
Clement plot in the alleged signed con- 
fession of Claude Piersol, 21 years old, 
the alleged brains“ of the scheme. 


Fear of Vielence to Prisoners. 
Today it is presumed three of the pris- 
erers taken in connection with the var- 
‘ous alleged plots still remain in the city 
or county jails here, while the where- 
abouts of four others, one a woman, 
supposed to Have been taken away by 
the authorities yesterday under fear of 
violence by citizens of Springfield, is un- 
known. 

With Piersol and Walker here re- 
mained Taylor Adams, who, actording 
to Paul M. O'Day. county prosecuting 
attorney, also had made a written con- 
fession of implication in the same plot 
detailed by Piersol. 


The latter declared he was approached 
last winter by German agents in the 
{interest of kidnaping a St. Louis mu- 
nitions maker. A mysterioue ‘Riiey,’’ 
at whose home a later meeting was held, 


a “Springfield case,“ that of a plan to 
kidnap Clement. 

J was to get $500 for my part of the 
work, and I was told that we might be 
called on to do jobs in Canada, Mexico 
or anywhere in the United States that 
the German agent sent us,“ are state- 
ments from Piersol’s alleged contes- 
sion as announced by the Prosecutor.

NEXT TRAINING CAMP 


4000 Old Ones Will Be Returned 
to Men Who Were Not 
Called to Fort Riley. 


FORT RILEY, Kan., June 7.—Four 


thousand applications for the present of- 
ficers’ reserve training camp will be re- 
turned to the applicants within the next 


few days, according to orders received 
here today from the Central Department 
at Chicago. The applications belong to 
men who were not chosen to atten the 
camp and may be used in applying for 
admission to the next camp. Official 
application blanks are now being pre- 
pared and will be ready for distribution 
before June 15. No applications will be 
considered before that date, and then 
all of them must be sent to the Central 
Department, 

According to the present arrangement 
. more men will be received here for 
ue present training camp, even though 
me now in training are disqualified. 

Col. Tyree R. Rivers today gave 
orders that no more men should be 
tischarged because of minor physical 

efects. This means = unless 
here is something radically wrong 
vith a student physically he will 
‘ave to remain until his training pe- 
od is up. About 40 have been dis- 
harged so far by request. This was 
‘recause they were under weight, had 
ad feet, poor eyes or disliked the 
work. Their places have been filled. 

Two special trains arrived yester- 
day with 700 recruits for the Thir- 
teenth, Twentieth and Twenty-first 
cavalry regiments,. the latter two 
being new organizations, forming at 
this post. 

Col. Rivers is going to ask that 
three more regular army Captains be 
detailed as instructors. The students 
are now teing instructed by Captains 
and Majors, and the Majors probably 
will have charge of battalions as soon 
as the 16 companies are split up, 
which will be June 14. 

All the students now are getting 
the same class of training. Those 
assigned to the infantry will be given 
‘one course of training after June 14; 
those who want to be artillerymen 
another: the engineers *nother, and 
the cavalrymen another. No coast ar- 
tillerymen will be sent from here.

If a sacred ibis had come from the 
lake near the municipal open-air the- 
ater in Forest Park last night and 
stalked across the stage during the 
singing of Aida the illusion would 
have been complete. A _ star-lit sky, 
balmy wind-breaths stirring the leaves 
of the trees, the stone of the seats, rem- 
iniscent of the amphitheaters of old, 
the perfect costuming of the large cast— 
all combined to recall Bgypt when the 
land of the Ptolemys and the Pharaohs 
was the greatest under the heavens. _— 

A great crowd witnessed the second 
performance of Verdi's Oriental master- 
piece. The 9200 seats appeared to be all 
occupied and hundreds stood on the 
heights on each side of the concreted 
area. Many who attended te first per- 
formance Tuesday night, hen only 
about half of the performance was 
given, came again last night to see the 
remainder. 

Exodus Begin Hour Before End. 

The performance is open to only one 
criticism. It is a bit too lang for a 
people used to two and two and a half 
hour entertainments. It was 11:30 before 
Salazar drew his last musical breath 
and for an hour before that the exodus 
towards the gates had been in progress 
It is a long walk to any street car line 
from the open-air theater and the fear 
of having to wait for owl cars prevent- 
ed many in the audience from thorough- 
ly enjoying the last act. 

To the average opera goer, who loves 
the production for its melodious arias 
and tuneful solos and duets, the fourth 
act of “Aida” is somewhat trying. It 
is almost entirely recitative, and while 
it is impressive in its dramatic values 
and stage groupings, it seems draggy to 
a restless American audience—without 


sleep. 

Salazar, who again sang Radames, has 
a voice of remarkable robustness. His 
voluminous tenor carries far beyond the 
confines of the great theater and his 
enunciation is sharp and clear. Marie 
Rappold as Aida sings beautifully, but 
her acting does not impress one as being 
that of a flame-spirited Princess who 
will die for love. Margaret Jarman as 
Amneris gives the part a dignity that

Home-Grown Belgian Hares. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

TI have read several letters in your “LA&t- 
ters From the People Column,“ offering 
suggestions for the disposal of garbage. In 
my household we have no garbage. I have 
a few hens which supply my table with eggs, 
and what garbage they do not eat I feed to 
Belgian hares, which I keep in boxes in my 
back yard. 

Belgian hares may be eaten any time in 
the year, and they will breed all the year. 
A young Belgian hare will dress to about 
five pounds at f months old, and the meat 
yields 8% per cent of digestible nutriment— 
which is higher than any other meat. Chick- 
en yields but 50 per cent of real nutriment, 
while beet yields but 56 per cent, mutton 66 
dont, and pork 76 per cent. It will be seen 
that the Belgian hare for food yields 8 per 
cent more digestible nutriment than any 
meat which may be bought at the butcher's, 

There is a steady market for the skins of 

mmercial rabbits (Belgian hares and 


emish Giants), these pelts being used in 
the manufacture of felt.

The letter from Reader,“ on the cries of news- 
boys, published today, calls attention to an evil 
of long standing which it is difficult to eradicate. 
The good book truly says that “The tongue is an 
unruly member,” and the newsboy’s tongue is no 
exception to that rule. So far, it refuses to he con- 
trolled. 5 

It is against the policy of the newspapers to en- 
courage gross éxaggeration by the newsboys. 
They recognize that, as “Reader” says, it tends 
to make the public distrustful, if not cynical. 
Truth in advertising what is in a newspaper in the 
way of news is as necessary abd profitable as 
truth in any other line of advertising, but it is 
difficult to bring this home to the newsboy. 

As far as the Post-Dispatch is concerned, it has 
worked consistently and continuously to prevent 
exaggeration by the hewsboys. As far as it is 
possible to do so, its newsboys are checked when- 
ever they indulge in the mischievous practice of 
attracting possible customers by untruthful cries.

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THE CALL TO THE POLES. 

Trust the poetic genius of the reich to in- 
spire men to the utmost sacrifices of war! An- 
nouncement comes from Paris that a new foreign 
legion is to be formed in which men of Polish 
origin only will he enrolled. 

To the banner of such a command should be at- 
tracted men of as warlike a race es this vid world 
has ever known. Added to the mysterious and lit- 
tle understood appeal of race is the call of stirring 
tradition. Who that has in him the blood of a 
Boleslaus, a Wladislaus, a Casimir, a Sigismund. 
a Sobieski or a Kosciusko can remain deaf to it? 
No man knows when Poland first became a 
power. Along in the time when Western mon- 
archs were struggling for possession of the impov- 
erished lands of the rest of Nurope it ruled from 
the Elbe to the Bug and from the Baltic to the 
Carpathians. 

Always lacking national stability, it never 
lacked national prowess. It faced with stubborn 
battle lines the wild and warlike Lithuanian, the 
fierce, impetuous Cossack, the stolid German, the 
Swedish viking, the impetuous Muscovite. It 
alone, when the rest of the Occident was in de-

Oncé more Teutonia is 
at war, with covetous eyes on all of Poland, and 
with cunning minds in her council chambers.

THE FRENCH PEACE TERMS. 

In defining the peace conditions of France, the 
Chamber of Deputies is strangely silent on the 
igsue of German autocracy. 

By a vote of 453 to 55 it demands the return of 
Alsace-Lorraine to the mother country, together 
with the liberation of invaded territories and just 
reparation for damages.” It also asks for durable 
guarantees, and independence of peoples, great 
and small, in a league of nations such as has al- 
réady been foreshadowed,” but nowhere does it 
undertake to assess the value of any establishment 
of peace which leaves the present autocracy in 
control of Germany. 2 

German imperialism, beaten in battle, could 


of Deputies defines for France, because it would 
not be peace, but a truce—a breathing spell to en- 
able the German autocracy to reorganize its mili- 
tary resources and plan a new attack. 

Secretary Lane rightly said in his address in 
Washington Monday night that “We are fight- 
ing Germany because in this war feudalism is 
making its last stand against oncoming democ- 
racy. We see it now. This is a war against an 
old spirit, an ancient, outworn spirit. It is a 
war against feudalism—the right of the castle on) 
the hill to rule the village below.“ 

There can be no permanent peace with this 
feudalism. It can be beaten and penalized and 
compelled to pay for some of the material damage 
it has inflicted upon mankind, but that will not 
be peace if the castle still remains on the hill, pre- 
paring again to send its retainers against the vil- 
lage when the village has once more lapsed into 
a state of confidence and security. 

The supreme object of this war for France, as 
for everybody else, is, as President Wilson said 
in his address to Congress, to “make the world 
safe for democracy.” Read justments of bounda- 
ries, indemnities and transfers of territory are at 
best mere incidents to this great plan and pur- 
pose. 

The chief importance of the French declaration 
lies in the remark of Premier Ribot that the reso- 
lution declares “that in a democracy like ours 
there can be no secret diplomacy.” That is a pro- 
found truth from which there can be no disgent 
among free peoples, and in order to establish a 
peace which is worth while and which can be 
maintained, there must be the fullest and freest 
discussion of all its possible terms. 

The end of this war must not be marked by 
peace made in secret council by the agents of 
Government. 

That was the fatal weakness of the German 
proposal last December. It must be a peace to 
which free peoples. themselves can subsoribe as 
the goal of their hopes and desires for security 
and progress. Nothing else is worth the paper 
upon which it is written. The French terms are 
open to the objection of being merely local and 
national, but they have the merit of being definite 
and of opening the way to a general discussion of 


be made safe for democracy. 8 
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Seven billion dollars and 10,000,000 men is a 
pretty good start even for a world war. 
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THE PULITZER PRIZES. 

The first award by Columbia University of the 
prizes provided by the will of Joseph Pulitzer for 
distinguished American promise or performance in 
intellectual pursuits was interfered with, like most 
things, by the war, which madé it impracticable 
to grant traveling scholarships. Some of the 
prizes in journalism went unawarded for lack of a 
sufficient number of candidates, a condition not 
likely to recur. What is much more remarkable 
is that the prize of $2000 for the best work of 1916 
on American history went to a Frenchman and 
that the prizes offered for the best novel and play 
were not awarded. No one who himself knows 
history and who is capable of appreciating a happy 
combination of learning and Gallic sprightliness 
will quarrel with the crowning of Ambassador 
Jusserand’s little masterpiece of historical study, 
“With Americans of Past and Present Days.” As 
for the American plays and novels of 1916, they 
failed to convince juries of playwrights, novelists 
and literary students of their transcendent quality. 
It is perhaps better in a first award to be too 
severe than over generous. Recurring annually, 
the bestowal of prizes upon each year’s endeavor 
in and for journalism, art and music and for the 
composition of the best dramatic, fiction, blo- 
graphical and historical work should attract wide 
attention and aid deserving performance. An- 
other year American writers will, perhaps, draw 
fewer blanks. 
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THE STOCKHOLM FIASCO. 
The Stockholm conference of international So- 
cialists, foredoomed to failure as a peace move 
by German intrigue, becomes pathetic as a spec- 
tacle. ! 
While these men, most of them no doubt in 
earnest, are seeking a way to end the struggles 
of a world at war, a considerable portion of that 
world is out of sympathy with them. The im- 
ponderable portion of this apathy must be discour- 
aging to the delegates. 
The Germans and Austrians have counted heav- 
ily upon the outcome of the experiment. German 
and Austrian newspapers have sent correspond 
ents there to send back every scrap of news that 
may appease peace-hungry readers. The Amer 
can, British and French press has remained large 
ly indifferent to it. 
The French Premier received an ovation when 
he announced that passports would be refused to 
ch delegates to the convention. American 
participation, from which so much was hoped, has 
been practically prevented by a similar order. 
Britain looks upon the whole affa’r with con- 
tempt. 
The failure, however, is not so much a fallure

All Mo- 
hammedan women are given two days to lengthen 
their veils, discard corsets and get back into 
bloomers, 

The women rose as one manhunter. Telephone 
girls walked out of the exchanges, nurses refused to 
do any more war work, everybody quit knitting, 
and femail carriers refused to budge. For the first 
time in his long and iniquitovs career, the Turk was 
up against it. The wife of his bosom had slipped 
around and taken a firm elutch hold in his back hair. 
Two days later the first notice came down, and this 
one went up: 

We regret that through the interference of 
certain old women, a subordinate of the Police 
Department has attem to regulate the cos- 
tumes of Mohammedan women. The Police De- 
partment regrets this blunder, and cancels the 
previous order. ä

did in the Oceident, and the revolution was over. The 
Turks are now leaving their shoes out on the back 
porch, turning their pay envelopes over to their 
wives, and otherwise embracing the lot of mah.

There is in a cartain street in Dublin

In another section of the city can be 
found a family of nine, seven of whom 
are children, who manage to live on $ 
a week. The father is a casual“ la- 
borer and has not been able to find work 
since Christmas. Further on is a family 
of 12, 10 of whom are children. Their 
income from all sources is $3.% a week. 

There is a family of eight—father, 
mother and six children, who live on 
$6.50 a week. The father is a laborer, 
the oldest son a messenger and the 
mother a charwoman. The father went 
to England recently to obtain work, but 
had to return because of ill health. An- 
other average case is that of a family 
of nine, which lives on $7 a week. The 
father is a laborer and one of the sons, 
who is in the army, gives an allowance 
to the family, 

One of the exceptional cases, perhaps, 
is that of a family of three, father, 
mother and child, whose income is $2.25 
a week. It is marvelous how the family 
exists at all. Another family of seven 
lives on I. a week. The father is dead, 
and the mother averages two days’ work 
at a shilling a day. In such instances, 
of course, charitable organizations give 
such assistance as they are able. 

Find Little te Eat. 

The budgets of some of these families 
are interesting. One family of nine, 
earning $8 a week, has $6 left for food 
after paying the rent. The weekly 
bread bill was 15 cents; milk, % cents: 
‘oatmeal, 2% cents;' potatoes, 50 cents; 
meat, 50 cents, and tea and sugar, 50 
cents. Meat and potatoes could be hai 
only on Sunday and one or two other 
days in the week. Two or three times 
during the week they had fish. But this 
family was regarded generally as well 
to do. 

Another family of eight, father, moth- 
er and six children, receiving $6 a week, 
had $4.50 for food, of which 12 cents 
went for bread, $2 for potatoes, 20 cents 
for tea and 25 cents for meat. Other lit- 
tle articles made up the balance. 

A family of seven, including five chil- 
dren, with $ a week coming in, found 
it utterly impossible to make ends meet, 
even after the strictest economy, and 
went into debt at the rate of 31 cents a 
week. The family lived entirely on 
bread, butter and tea. Milk was almost 
unknown in the household. On Sundays 
there was a little bacon, potatoes and 
cabbage, barely sufficient to satisfy the 
hunger. The eldest girl had a spinal 
disease and the youngest was sickly and 
undeveloped. The mother and other chil- 
dren were hungry and wretched, 

Stays in Bed to Keep Warm. 

A family of four, mother, father and 
two children, live on 4.50 a week. The 
father suffers with internal troubles and 
cannot work in wet weather. The chil- 
dren get cocoa and bread at the con- 
vent in the morning and at noon. The 
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earners of Cork. 


family cannot afford to buy two loaves 
of bread, so they exist on only one. In 
cold weather the mother, who is crip- 
pled, remains in bed by day so they may 
have a fire when her husband comes 
home in the evening. Potatoes and other 
vegetables never enter this home ex- 
cept on one or two Sundays a month, 
and then only by giving up some other 
necessity or by getting credit. 
One family of six, that of a coal la- 
borer, gets along on $% a week. But 
work is uncertain owing to the reduced 
sailings to and from the quays. Out of 
100 men waiting for a boat on March 7 
‘only 16 were employed. The father was 
taken on by chance and earned $175. He 
can never depend upon the amount of 
work he will be able to get. Some weeks 
he may work three or four days; then 
there may be a week when he hag noth- 
ing to do. 
Another family of 10—father, mother 
and eight children—get along on $7.70 a 
week of which the father contributes 
$5 and the oldest boy the balance. Six 
of the children are less than 10 years 
of age and the oldest is 6. The mother 
is constantly pawning furniture and 
clothing in order to buy food. She told 
a charity worker that even this is 
wholly inadequate and that soon there 
would be nothing else to pawn. 
These people do not live. They merely 
exist. Their tenements in every case are 
small—sometimes five or six persons live 
in one tiny room. The average size of the 
tenement apartment, however, is two 
rooms, except in instances where the 
rooms are small and the families un- 
usually large, when there are three 
rooms. 

Cork Has Its Poor. 
In Cork the condition of the poor is 
very similar. Work is scarce, wages 
low and food prices high. The men and 
women of the working classes have pov- 
erty written over their faces, and the 
children are dirty, tattered and undevel- 
oped. Large families are huddled to- 
gether in a few rooms, faced with the 
possibility of no meal tomorrow, some- 
times sleeping seven in a bed to keep 
warm—for it gets cold in Cork, very cold. 
The Rev. A. M. MacSweeney, O. F., 
M. A., has just published a little booklet 
on the poverty of Cork after a most 
thorough investigation of HMving condi- 
tions. He made a house-to-house exam- 
ination of those districts which were re- 
garded as representative of the wage

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3,360,000 Pairs for Army, 
850,000 for Navy; St. Louis 
Concerns Get Contracts. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Contracts 
fot 750,000 additional pairs of shoes for 
the new army have been awarded at 


an average price of $4.75 a pair. With 
these contracts the Government has or- 
derech 3,360,000 pairs of shoes for the 
army and 80,000 pairs for the navy. 
Their total cost will be about $20,000,- 
000. 
Julius Rosenwald, chairman of the 
Committee on Supplies for the Council 
of National Defense, estimates that the 
Government has saved $2,000,000 on the 
transaction. The average price is much 
below the market and was arranged 
long before bids on the shoes were 
asked for. 

Among the successful eight bidders 
were the International Shoe Co. and 
the Brown Shoe Co. of St. Louls. 


W. H. Moulton, superintendent of the 
manufacturing department of the In- 
ternational Shoe Co., said his company 
had not heard of the award which was 
made yesterday, but that they had a 
tentative contract which was awarded 
a week ago to make 150,00 pairs of 
field shoes at $4.75 a pair and 8,000 
pairs of field shoes at 65.0. He said 
this might be official awarding of the 
contract. 

Officials at the Brown Shoe Co. said 
they had not heard of the new con- 
tract. They have one made a week 
ago to supply 176,000 pairs at $4.75 and 
$5.24 a pair.

ing in the worst conditions. Their fami- 
lies usually averaged six persons, in- 
cluding four young children. The av- 
erage per capita income amounted to 
about 60 cents. 

One of these families was that of a 
laborer, hfs wife and six children, all 
living in two rooms and a kitchen. There 
were six other families in the house. 
It merely is one of atype. Another fam- 
ily is that of a laborer with a wife and 
five children. They live in two rooms 
and all seven sleep in the same bed. The. 
eldest boy is 18 years, the youngest is 8. 

How the Poor Are Housed. 

In his little book, the Rev. Mr. Mac- 
Sweeney gives a description of the tene- 
ments of Cork; which are of a type gim- 
ilar to those throughout the large cities 
of Ireland. 

I visited,“ Re says, a lane off one of 
our public thoroughfares and close to 
the center of the city. This square has 
all the appearances of decay, and though 
it is nothing more than a narrow lane, 
leading from one street to another, 
it contains 14 or 15 houses, all of which 
ere tenements. 

‘Those houses are badly constructed, 
and dirt and neglect have given them 
that decaying look they have from the 
outside. As to the interiors, the 
houses with but few exceptions are 
ill kept to the last degree; the entrance 
to each house is through a small hall 
with two rooms at either side, which are 
dark and small, and, as far as one could 
judge, impossible to keep clean, for the 
floors are damp and besodden looking. 
At the end of the hall ig a narrow stairs 
leading to the rooms above, of which 
there are six, all equally small, equally 
dirty and equally foul smelling. 

“There is a small yard, 10 by 6 feet 
square, and one water tap, which does 
duty to the entire house. Each house 
has at least four families and some of 
these are larger than the average. In 


families occupying eight rooms. In an- 
other of them I found 13 persons—father. 
mother and 11 children, whose ages 
ranged between 4 and 17—all living in 
two rooms and a hole called a kitchen. 
There were four other families in the 
same house, one room being occupied 
by a married couple, the remaining five 
rooms by three families with children.“ 
High Prices Prevali. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent as- 
certained that the gradually increasing 
price of foodstuffs has been one of the 
big contributing factors to the wide- 
spread poverty conditions. Market prices 
have gone up almost as much as in the 
United States—in some instances they 
are much higher. Many articles of food 
are entirely beyond the thought of some 
of the people, even though they are the 
most common to the people of the 
United States. Here, for example, are 
the retail market quotations in Cork for 
March 30 last: 

Fish (fresh)—Soles, 60 cents a pound: 
salmon, 756 cents a pound; cod, % cents 
a pound; haddock, 27 cents a pound: 
whiting, 22 cents a pound. 

Fish (cured)—Cod, 16 cents a pound: 
haddock, 14 cents a pound. 

Eggs-Forty and 4 cents a dozen. 

Butter—Fifty and 56 cents a pound. 

Poultry—Chickens, 75 cents to $1.50 
each; old hens, 9 cents to $1.25 each. 

Ham—Forty cents a pound; bacon, 
0 cents. 

Beef—Forty cents a pound.

JOLIET, In., June 7.—Rioting in the 
Illinois State Penitentiary, attributed by 
some officials to an “overdose of the 
honor system.“ will result in a radical 
revision or perhaps the abolition of hon- 
or privileges within the prison walis, but 
the “honor farm’”’ of the institution will 
remain.
